THE  TOWN  OF  SALISBURY,  IMEW  HAMPSHIRE 

An  ordinance  to  promote  the  health,  safety,  convenience  and  general  welfare 
of  the  community  in  regulating  the  use  of  land  in  the  Town  of  Salisbury. 

ARTICLE  I  -  PREAMBLE 

In  order  to  retain  the  beauty  and  rural  atmosphere  of  the  Town  of 
Salisbury,  New  Hampshire,  to  protect  property  values,  to  conserve  natural 
resources,  to  encourage  the  most  appropriate  use  of  land  throughout  the 
municipality,  and  to  promote  health,  safety,  morals,  order,  convenience, 
peace,  prosperity,  and  general  welfare  of  its  inhabitants,  the  following 
Ordinance  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  said  Town,  pursuant  to  the  authority 
conferred  by  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes,  Annotated,  1955,  Chapter  31, 
Sections  60-89  and  as  amended.  This  Ordinance  shall  be  known  and  may  be 
cited  as  the  Town  of  SaHsbury  Zoning  Ordinance,  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
"this  Ordinance". 

ARTICLE  II  -  DISTRICTS 

For  the  purposes  of  this  Ordinance,  the  Town  of  Salisbury  is  divided  into 
the  following  districts  as  shown  on  the  official  zoning  map  to  be  filed  with 
the  Town  Clerk  upon  the  adoption  of  this  Ordinance. 

Residential  District  Commercial  District  Agricultural  District 

ARTICLE  III  -  INTERPRETATION  AND  APPLICATION 

A.  Interpretation  —  In  interpreting  any  provision  of  this  Ordinance,  it  shall  be 
held  as  the  minimum  requirement,  adopted  for  the  promotion  of  the  public 
health,  morals,  safety  or  the  general  welfare.  Whenever  any  requirement  of 
this  Ordinance  is  at  a  variance  with  the  requirements  of  any  other  lawfully 
adopted  rules,  regulations,  or  ordinance,  the  most  restrictive,  or  that  imposing 
the  highest  standard,  shall  govern. 

B.  Application  —  The  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  apply  to  all  uses, 
structures,  and  lots  within  the  Town  of  Salisbury,  New  Hampshire.  Whenever 
any  existing  use  or  structure  is  not  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Ordinance,  it  may  continue  to  exist  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article  VII. 
Any  non-conforming  use  in  existence  at  the  time  of  passage  of  this  Ordinance 
shall  not  be  prevented  from  continuing. 

2.  Any  use  not  listed  as  permitted,  or  as  a  special  exception,  shall  be 
prohibited  after  the  effective  date  of  this  Ordinance. 

ARTICLE  IV  -  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

A.  Any  junk  yard  or  place  for  the  storage  of  discarded  machinery ,  vehicles  or 
other  scrap  materials  shall  be  maintained  in  accordance  with  the  standards  set 
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and  enforced  by  the  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes,  Annotated,  1965, 
Chapter  267,  Sections  A-1  —  16. 

B.  No  owner  of  any  land  shall  permit  any  ruins  caused  by  fire,  explosion, 
flood,  storm  or  other  acts  of  God  to  be  left  unfinished  or  incomplete  thereon, 
but  shall  complete  or  remove  the  same  within  12  months  of  date  of  such 
occurrence;  except  when  there  is  property  in  court  litigation,  completion  or 
removal  shall  take  place  within  one  year  after  settlement  of  such  court  action. 
If  a  building  is  over  50%  damaged,  it  shall  not  be  reconstructed  as  a 
non-conforming  use. 

C.  The  removal  of  clay,  sand,  gravel,  or  loam  is  permitted  for  private  use  or 
for  sale.  No  pit  or  cellar  hole  is  to  be  left  in  an  unsightly  or  hazardous 
condition. 

D.  Advertising  signs  shall  be  permitted  as  designated  under  the  various 
districts.  Official  Town,  State  or  Federal  signs  shall  be  exeiript  from  those 
regulations. 

E.  Sanitary  Protection  —  all  sanitary  systems  shall  be  construced  and  main- 
tained in  accordance  with  standards  set  and  enforced  by  the  New  Hampshire 
State  Department  of  Health  and  the  New  Hampshire  Water  Pollution 
Commission. 

F.  No  dwelling  or  structure  shall  exceed  the  height  of  35'  above  the  elevation 
of  the  finished  grade  adjacent  to  the  building,  church  spires,  silos,  belfries,  TV 
antennae  and  chimneys  excluded. 

G.  No  building  lot  in  any  district  shall  be  less  that  2  acres  in  area. 

ARTICLE  V  -  PERMITTED  USES  IN  ZONING  DISTRICTS 

A.  Residential  District.  The  following  regulations  shall  apply  to  the  Resident 
District: 

Permitted  uses: 

—  Dwellings  and  residences 

-  Farms,  excluding  fur  ranching  and  farms  raising  more  than  10  swine. 

—  Roadside  stands  for  the  sale  of  farm  products. 

-  Stables  for  private  use  only. 
Plant  nurseries  and  greenhouses. 
Churches  and  museums. 

Rccrcati(jnal      areas,     including     day     camps     without     overnight 
accommodations. 
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—  Home  occupations  and  professional  offices  accessory  to  residencies. 

—  Accessory  uses  and  buildings. 

Property  owners  of  business,  profession,  or  service  enterprises  shall  be  allowed 
two  advertising  signs,  such  signs  not  to  total  over  4  sq.  ft.  in  area  for  each  sign. 
One  or  more  signs  pertaining  to  the  lease,  sale  or  use  of  a  lot  or  building  on 
which  placed,  or  signs  dealing  with  business  located  within  the  town,  shall  not 
exceed  a  total  of  4  sq.  ft.  No  neon,  tubular  glass,  or  privately  owned  flashing 
electric  signs,  or  signs  of  more  than  4  sq.  ft.  shall  be  allowed  in  this  district. 


B.  Agricultural  District.  The  following  regulations  shall  apply  to  the  Agricul- 
tural District. 

Permitted  uses. 

1.  Any  use  permitted  in  the  Residential  District  under  the  same  provisions 
as  apply  to  residences  in  such  area. 

2.  General  farming,  including  horticultural,  dairying,  livestock,  veteri- 
narian, poultry  raising,  and  other  agricultural  enterprises  or  uses,  and  the 
raising  of  animals  for  other  purposes  are  permitted  in  this  District. 

3.  Directional  signs  relating  to  a  business  operated  in  the  Town  of 
Salisbury  shall  be  permitted,  provided  that  directional  signs  do  not  exceed  4 
sq.  ft.  for  any  one  enterprise  in  any  two-mile  length  of  road,  not  including 
those  to  indicate  change  of  direction.  All  other  signs  in  the  District  shall  not 
exceed  32  sq.  ft. 


C.  Commercial  District. 

Permitted  uses: 

1 .  Any  use  permitted  in  the  Residential  District  under  the  same  provisions 
as  apply  to  residences  in  said  district. 

2.  Lodging  houses,  apartment  houses,  hotels,  inns,  motels,  tourist  courts, 
cabins,  including  such  retail  business  within  these  permitted  buildings  as  are 
conducted  for  the  convenience  of  the  residents  or  guests  shall  be  permitted. 

3.  Shops,  restaurants  and  other  retail  establishments. 

4.  Garages,  parking  lots  and  filling  stations. 

5.  Business  offices. 
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6.  There  shall  be  between  the  center  line  of  the  traveled  right  of  way  and 
the  extreme  front  of  any  building,  a  minimum  distance  of  75  feet. 

7.  No  building  in  a  commercial  district  shall  be  located  within  35  feet  of 
the  side  and  rear  property  lines. 

8.  If  any  proposed  use  is  such  as  to  attract  vehicles,  space  shall  be  provided 
on  the  property  to  accommodate  all  such  vehicles  attracted  by  the  business. 

9.  Advertising  signs  which  bring  attention  to  the  goods  or  services  sold  on 
the  premises  shall  be  permitted.  These  signs  shall  not  be  over  two  in  number 
and  not  to  exceed  32  sq.  ft.  in  area  for  each  sign,  nor  exceed  20  feet  in 
height.  Signs  may  be  illuminated  only  by  continuous  indirect  white  light, 
with  the  hght  sources  placed  so  that  they  will  not  constitute  a  hazard  to 
street  or  highway  driving  by  glare,  and  so  placed  that  lighting  therefrom  does 
not  directly  shine  into  an  adjacent  residence. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  SIZE  OF  LOT  AND  LOCATION  OF  BUILDING 

Each  dwelling,  trailer  or  mobile  home,  or  commercial  building,  shall  be 
located  on  a  lot  of  a  minimum  space  of  two  acres.  The  main  building  shall  be 
at  least  35  feet  from  each  boundary  line;  garages,  tool  sheds,  etc.  to  be  at 
least  10  feet  from  each  boundary.  It  shall  have  a  minimum  of  150  feet  of 
frontage  on  a  State,  Town  or  private  road.  It  shall  measure  at  least  75  feet 
back  from  the  center  of  any  State  highway,  or  at  least  75  feet  back  from  the 
center  of  any  Town  road. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  NON-CONFORMING  USES  AND  BUILDINGS 

A.  Any  non-conforming  use  or  building  (other  than  uses  specified  in  Sect.  3 
below)  may  continue  in  their  present  use,  except  that  any  non-conforming 
use  or  building  may  not  be: 

1.  Changed  to  another  non-conforming  use.  2.  Reestabhshed  after  discon- 
tinuance for  1  year,  except  to  a  use  conforming  to  the  district  in  which  it  is 
located. 

B.  No  outdoor  advertising  structure  may  continue  as  a  non-conforming  use 
for  more  than  1  year  after  the  effective  date  of  this  Ordinance  unless  it  is 
designed  to  direct  attention  to  a  business  or  profession  conducted  on  the 
premises. 

ARTICLE  VIII  -  ADMINISTRATION 

1 .  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  Board  is  hereby 
given  authority  and  power,  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 
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2.  After  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance,  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  erect  any 
structure,  building,  or  to  relocate  any  building  in  any  District,  or  change  the 
use  of  land,  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  from  the  Selectmen.  (This  permit 
is  to  insure  that  the  proposed  construction  or  change  in  use  conforms  to  the 
permitted  uses  in  the  zone  that  it  occupies,  and  also  that  any  structure  is 
located  a  proper  distance  from  the  boundaries  of  the  land  on  which  it  is 
built.) 

3.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  issue  any  and  all  permits  requested  when 
such  permit  is  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

4.  No  permit  for  remodeling  shall  be  required,  provided  the  purpose  for 
which  the  building  is  to  be  used  is  not  changed,  and  complies  with  the  Town 
of  Salisbury  Building  Ordinance,  whenever  the  Town  shall  have  adopted  one. 

5.  Upon  any  well-founded  information  that  this  Ordinance  is  being 
violated,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  take  immediate  stops  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  this  Ordinance  by  seeking  an  injunction  in  the  Superior  Court, 
or  by  any  other  legal  action. 

ARTICLE  IX  -  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

Within  sixty  days  of  the  passage  of  this  Ordinance,  the  Selectmen  shall 
appoint  a  Board  of  Adjustment  consisting  of  five  members,  as  provided  in 
RSA  31:67,  and  subject  to  the  provisions  thereof. 

A.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  consist  of  five  members.  Upon  adoption  of 
this  Ordinance,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  appoint  one  member  to  serve  for 
five  years,  one  member  to  serve  for  four  years,  one  member  to  serve  for  three 
years,  one  member  to  serve  for  two  years,  and  one  member  to  serve  for  one 
year;  thereafter,  the  annual  Town  Meeting  shall  annually  elect  one  member 
for  a  term  of  five  years.  A  member  shall  be  removable  by  the  Selectmen  upon 
written  charges  and  after  a  public  hearing.  Vacancies  for  any  unexpired  term 
shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the  Selectmen  and  such  appointee  shall 
hold  office  until  the  next  annual  Town  Meeting. 

B.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  is,  for  all  other  powers,  as  set  forth  in  New 
Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  Chapter  31 ,  as  amended. 

ARTICLE  X  -  AMENDMENTS 

This  Ordinance  may  be  amended  as  provided  by  Chapter  31-63,  65  NH 
Revised  Statutes  Annotated.  However,  no  amendment  shall  be  acted  upon  by 
the  Town  Meeting  until  a  report  shall  have  been  made  by  the  Planning  Board. 

Upon  petition  of  at  least  25  voters,  a  PubHc  Hearing  shall  be  called,  not 
later  than  January  1 5 . 
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The  Planning  Board  shall  transmit  each  and  every  proposed  amendment 
which  has  been  submitted  to  this  Article  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  prior  to 
the  closing  date  of  the  town  warrant.  The  Planning  Board  shall  submit  its 
report  on  each  and  every  proposed  amendment  in  the  Town  Report  or  at  the 
final  Public  Hearing. 

ARTICLE  XI  -  PENALTY 

Every  person,  persons,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  Ordinance  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  Fifty  Dollars,  upon  conviction, 
for  each  day  such  violation  may  exist. 

ARTICLE  XII  -  SAVING  CLAUSE 

The  invalidity  of  any  provision  of  this  Ordinance  shall  not  affect  the  validity 
of  any  other  provision. 

ARTICLE  XIII  -  WHEN  EFFECTIVE 

This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its  passage. 
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PROPOSED  BUILDING  REGULATIONS  FOR 
THE  TOWN  OF  SALISBURY,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

for  the  regulation  and  direction  of  construction  of  buildings 
and  structures  in  the  town  of  SaHsbury,  New  Hampshire 

ARTICLE  1.  This  ordinance  is  established  under  and  governed  by  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Chapter  156,  Sections  1-5,  New  Hampshire 
Revised  Statutes  Annotated  1955,  and  any  other  authority  thereto  enabUng. 

ARTICLE    2.  Definitions. 

(a)  Dwelling:  any  building,  structure,  trailer,  mobile-home  or  camp  or  part 
thereof,  used  and  occupied  for  human  habitation  or  intended  to  be  so  used 
and  includes  any  appurtenances  belonging  thereto  or  usually  enjoyed 
therewith. 

(b)  Commercial  Buildings:  any  building  to  house  commodities  to  ex- 
change, buy,  sell,  or  manufacture. 

(c)  Building  Inspector:  A  person  appointed  annually  by  Board  of 
Selectmen  on  passage  of  this  ordinance.  In  event  of  death,  disability, 
resignation  or  disquahfication  of  the  building  inspector,  the  Selectmen  shall 
appoint  a  person  to  serve  in  his  place.  The  Selectmen  may,  for  just  cause,  and 
by  majority  vote,  remove  the  building  inspector  at  any  time. 

ARTICLE    3.  Duties  of  the  building  inspector. 

(a)  The  building  inspector  shall  be  the  administrative  officer  of  this 
ordinance.  He  shall: 

(1)  Receive  applications  and  fees  for  the  erection  and/or  alteration  of 
buildings  and  electrical  wiring  thereof  as  provided  in  this  ordinance. 

(2)  Apphcations  and  action  thereon  shall  be  in  triplicate,  one  copy  to 
be  retained  by  the  apphcant,  one  by  the  building  inspector,  and  one  filed 
with  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

(3)  Promptly  examine  sites  of  proposed  buildings  or  building  to  be 
altered  and  study  proposed  uses  of  said  buildings; 

(4)  Issue  or  deny  permits  within  ten  days  of  receipt  of  application; 

(5)  Make  periodic  inspection  of  all  building  construction  and  alterations 
of  existing  buildings  to  see  that  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  are  being 
fulfilled; 

(6)  Report  violations  of  this  ordinance  immediately  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen; 

(7)  Take  such  action  in  the  enforcement  of  this  ordinance  as  may  be 
directed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

ARTICLE    4.  Duties  of  the  applicant. 

(a)  Any  person,  persons,  partnership  or  corporation  intending  to  construct 
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a  new  building  or  to  make  alterations  of  existing  buildings,  shall  first  make 
application  for  a  permit  on  forms  obtained  from  the  building  inspector; 

(l)Said  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  sketch  or  plan  of  the 
proposed  building  or  alterations  to  be  filed  with  the  building  inspector; 

(2)  Said  appHcation  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  signed  statement  of  the 
intended  use  of  the  building  upon  completion  of  construction  or 
alteration. 

(b)  The    appHcant   shall  make  the   premises  accessible  to  the  building 
inspector  at  reasonable  times  for  the  performance  of  his  duties. 


ARTICLE    5. 

(a)  No  building  used  as  a  dwelling  or  for  commercial  purposes  or  trailer  or 
mobile  home  shall  hereafter  be  constructed,  moved,  or  altered  except  in 
conformity  with  the  regulations  herein  specified;  nor  shall  any  outside 
construction  of  an  estimated  value  of  $1,000.00  or  more  be  done  without  a 
permit  to  be  issued  by  the  Building  Inspector.  Normal  repairs,  restoration  or 
improvement,  interior  or  exterior  which  do  not  alter  the  principle  use  of  a 
building,  shall  not  be  deemed  to  require  a  building  permit.  After  issuance  of 
the  building  permit,  construction  must  be  commenced  within  six  months,  and 
the  exterior  completed  within  two  years,  except  that  said  Building  Inspector 
may  extend  the  time  upon  appHcation. 

(b)  No  trailer  or  mobile  home  shall  hereafter  be  located  within  the  Town 
of  Salisbury  unless  the  same  shall  conform  to  these  building  regulations  as  far 
as  applicable,  or  unless  the  same  shall  be  a  duly  estabUshed  and  licensed 
trailer  or  mobile  home  park  provided  that  the  construction  of  trailer  or 
mobile  home  parks  shall  be  prohibited  in  this  town  and  this  last  exception 
shall  not  apply  unless  the  Town  of  Salisbury  shall  have  an  ordinance 
providing  for  the  licensing  and  regulation  of  trailer  and  mobile  home  parks. 

(c)  No  permit  shall  be  granted  unless  the  builder  and/or  owner  shall  meet 
the  following  requirements: 

(1)  Size  of  Lot  and  Location  of  Building:  Only  one  dwelling,  trailer, 
or  mobile  home,  or  commercial  building  shall  be  located  on  a  lot  of  a 
minimum  space  of  two  acres.  The  building  shall  be  at  least  35  feet  from 
each  boundary  line,  garages,  tool  sheds,  etc.  to  be  at  least  10  feet  from 
each  boundary.  It  shall  have  a  minimum  of  150  feet  of  frontage  on  a  State, 
Town  or  private  road.  It  shall  measure  at  least  75  feet  back  from  the 
center  of  any  State  highway;  or  at  least  75  feet  back  from  the  center  of 
any  Town  road; 

(2)  Every  dwelling  including  trailers  and  mobile  homes,  and  commer- 
cial building  shall  have  a  minimum  of  two  easily  accessible  exits,  windows 
excluded.  Any  building,  including  trailers  and  mobile  homes  to  be  erected 
or  altered  for  use  as  rented  apartments  shall  have  a  minimum  of  two 
readily  accessible  exits,  excluding  windows,  from  each  apartment. 
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(3)  Chimneys  shall  be  constructed  of  stone,  brick,  cement,  or  cinder 
block  from  the  ground  upward,  and  shall  be  internally  lined  with  tile.  Any 
other  chimney  construction  that  is  approved  by  the  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters  shall  be  permitted. 

(4)  Thimbles:  No  wallpaper  or  other  combustible  material  shall  be  laid 
over  any  thimble  or  thimble  hole  in  any  chimney. 

(5)  No  building  of  wood  or  other  combustible  material  shall  be 
erected  without  providing  fire  stops  in  every  combustible  wall  or 
partitition,  at  every  floor  and  between  floor  joints  at  every  partition. 

(6)  Dwellings  and  commercial  buildings  shall  be  framed  according  to 
good  building  practices  and  outside  walls  shall  be  covered  with  permanent 
materials  customarily  used,  such  as  wood  or  fire  resistant  shingles, 
clapboards,  brick,  stucco,  concrete  or  cinder  blocks.  Materials  customarily 
painted  shall  be  painted  or  otherwise  finished. 

(7)  All  dwellings,  trailers,  mobile  homes  and  all  pubHc  and  industrial 
buildings  shall  be  equipped  with  flush  toilet,  sepfic  tank  and  adequate 
disposal  facilities  as  per  State  disposal  regulations,  a  State  Board  of  Health 
percolation  test  having  been  made  and  approved  before  a  building  permit 
is  issued. 

(8)  Every  dwelling  unit  including  trailers  and  mobile  homes  to  be  used 
by  a  single  family  shall  have  a  minimum  ground  floor  living  area  of  at  least 
600  sq.  ft. 

(9)  All  electrical  wiring  and  plumbing  shall  conform  to  approved 
methods  and  practices  for  safety  to  life  and  property.  Compliance  with  the 
current  National  Electric  Code  as  published  by  the  National  Fire 
Protection  Association  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  such  approved 
methods  and  practices. 

(10)  Foundations:  All  structures  including  trailers  and  mobile  homes 
shall  be  set  on  foofings  and  foundations  of  brick,  stone,  cement  or  other 
acceptable  material  approved  by  the  Building  Inspector. 

(11)  No  owner  of  any  land  shall  permit  any  ruins  caused  by  fire, 
explosion,  flood,  storm  or  other  acts  of  God  to  be  left  unfinished  or 
incomplete  thereon,  but  shall  complete  or  remove  the  same  within  12 
months  of  date  of  such  occurence;  except  when  there  is  property  in  court 
litigation,  completion  or  removal  shall  take  place  within  one  year  after 
settlement  of  such  court  action. 


ARTICLE  6.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Building  Inspector 
who  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  one  year  and  until  his  successor  is  appointed, 
and  shall  be  compensated  by  the  fees  pertaining  to  his  office.  He  shall  charge 
fees  for  permits  according  to  the  following  schedule: 
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VALUE  PERMIT  FEES 

$1,000-2,000  $  5.00 

$2,000-10,000  $10.00 

$3,000-  and  over  $25.00 

ARTICLE  7.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Appeal  of  five 
members,  of  whom  one  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Planning  Board.  Said  Board 
of  Appeal  is  to  serve  without  compensation  for  terms  of  three  years.  The  said 
Board  of  Appeals  shall  have  authority  to  allow  slight  variances  from  the 
specific  terms  of  this  ordinance,  where  it  can  be  shown  that  unnecessary 
hardship  would  otherwise  result,  as  provided  in  Chapter  156  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

ARTICLE  8.  This  ordinance  may  be  amended  in  accordance  with  Chapter  156 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  1955  as  amended. 

ARTICLE  9.  This  ordinance  does  not  affect  in  any  way  any  dwelHng,  building, 
mobile  home,  trailer,  or  recorded  lots  that  are  existing  at  the  time  of  its 
passage,  except  that  after  passage  of  this  ordinance  any  construction, 
alteration,  or  repair  shall  be  in  accordance  with  article  5. 

ARTICLE  10.  Every  person,  persons,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  $50.00  upon 
conviction  for  each  day  such  violation  may  exist.  Upon  any  well  founded 
information  that  this  ordinance  is  being  violated,  the  Selectmen  shall,  upon 
their  own  initiative,  take  immediate  steps  to  enforce  the  provisions  if  tgus 
ordinance. 

ARTICLE  1 1.  Conflicting  Provisions.  Wherever  the  regulations  made  under  the 
authority  hereof  differ  from  those  described  by  any  statute,  ordinance,  or 
other  regulation,  that  provision  which  imposes  the  greater  restriction  or  the 
higher  standard  shall  govern. 

ARTICLE  12.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  the  Building  Inspector 
made  under  this  ordinance  may  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Appeal  in  accordance 
with  Chapter  156  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
1955  as  amended. 

ARTICLE  13.  The  invalidity  of  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  affect 
the  validity  of  any  other  provisions. 

ARTICLE  14  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual  examination  and  audit  of  the 
accounts  of  the  Town  of  Salisbury  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1971, 
which  was  made  by  Nathan  Wechsler  &  Company  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of 
the  Town.  Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of  the  report. 

One  of  the  enclosed  audits  must  be  given  the  Town  Clerk  as  part  of  the 
permanent  records. 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and  records  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk  and  Trustee  of  Trust 
Funds. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1970  and  December  31,  1971: 

(Exhibit  A-1) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets,  as  of  December  31,  1970  and  December  31, 
1971,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1.  As  indicated  therein,  the  Surplus  of  the 
Town  decreased  $5,150.85,  from  $13,366.49  to  $8,215.64,  in  1971.  Inasmuch 
as  there  were  no  outstanding  long-term  notes  or  bonds,  the  Balance  Sheet 
Surplus  of  $8,215.64  also  represented  the  Current  Surplus  (excess  of  total  assets 
over  current  liabihties)  on  December  31,  1971. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition:  (Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of  the  Town  during  the  year 
is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with  the  factors  which  caused  the  change  indicated 
therein.  These  are  as  follows:

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  estimated  and 
actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1971,  are  presented  in 
Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  Budget  Summary  (Exhibit  A4),  net 
overexpended  appropriations  of  $795.20  less  a  revenue  surplus  of  $644.35 
resulted  in  a  net  budget  deficit  of  $150.85. 

Summary  Statement  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  B-1) 

A  summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
December  31,  1971,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uniform  classification  of 
accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  B-1.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of 
December  31,  1971,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  B-2. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the  custody, 
receipt  and  disbursement  of  pubUc  funds  were  examined  and  audited  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards,  and  accordingly  included 
such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  were 
considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

Verification  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  was  made  by  mailing 
notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Tax  Collector's  records. 
Consequently,  the  amounts  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in 
this  report  are  subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by  the  return 
of  verification  notices. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184,  of  the  Laws  of  1955,  require  that  this  report 
or  the  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be 
published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  Town. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of  Sahsbury  for  their 
assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEIM  AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 
Lest  We  Forget  -  It  Can  Happen  Here 

Disastrous  forest  and  brush  fires  that  destroy  hundreds  of  homes  are  more 
prevalant  on  the  west  coast  with  their  dry  seasons  and  strong  dry  hot  winds  but 
25  years  ago  this  fall  is  the  anniversary  of  a  disaster  that  devastated  large  areas  of 
northern  New  England  leaving  villages  in  ashes  with  rows  of  cellar  holes  and 
chimneys  in  a  number  of  summer  vacation  home  locations.  Many  lives  were  lost 
on  that  destructive  day  of  October  23,  1947  nothing  could  stop  the  wind  driven 
flames. 

It  is  true  that  such  conditions  are  unusual  for  New  Hampshire  but  they 
happened  once,  they  can  happen  again.  The  fuel  for  fires  is  all  around  us.  All  it 
takes  is  a  firebrand.  Only  by  cultivating  a  habit  of  carefulness  with  fire  at  all 
times  can  we  meet  the  challenge  of  protection  when  dry  conditions  prevail. 
Please  let  these  reminders  by  your  guide: 

1 .  Never  either  when  walking,  riding  or  driving,  discard  a  firebrand  —  a 
lighted  match  or  a  glowing  cigarette. 

2.  Always  obtain  a  permit  for  any  outside  buming.  The  burning  of  household 
rubbish  is  not  permitted  if  your  town  has  rubbish  collection.  Buming  of 
grass  or  garden  litter  can  be  dangerous.  See  your  warden  first. 

3.  If  you  camp  or  picnic,  be  sure  open  fires  are  allowed  and  if  they  are,  put 
them  dead  out  when  leaving. 

4.  Most  important  —  Instruct  your  children  in  the  danger  of  the  lighted 
match.  A  lighted  match  and  dry  grass  or  forest  litter  is  a  dangerous 
combination  which  leads  to  destructive  loss  and  can  lead  to  tragedy. 

The  past  year  —  1971  was  a  favorable  year  for  the  control  of  fires.  There  were 
too  many  fire  starts  in  some  towns.  We  thank  those  who  remembered  and  ask 
others  to  heed  Smokey's  message.

This  past  year  has  again  been  a  very  active  one  for  your  Planning  Board.  We 
welcomed  one  new  member  last  year,  Mr.  Paul  Fenton.  The  board  was  also  very 
lucky  to  have  Mr.  Fenton  serve  as  their  speaker  at  the  open  meetings. 

It  was  decided  by  the  Planning  Board  in  early  spring  to  again  propose  a 
Building  Code  and  Zoning  Ordinance  for  Salisbury  to  be  voted  on  by  ballot  in 
March.  Many  hours  of  hard  work  have  again  been  put  into  these  projects,  and  I 
would  like  to  thank  my  fellow  board  members  for  their  much  needed  support 
throughout  the  year. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  those  of  you  who  took  the  time  to  attend  our  two 
open  meetings  and  especially  Mr.  WiUiam  Baker,  our  past  member  and  chairman, 
who  has  put  so  much  time  and  hard  work  into  our  Sub-Division  Ordinance, 
Trailer  Park  Ordinance,  Building  Code  and  Zoning  Ordinance.  I  feel  that 
Salisbury  is  a  much  better  place  to  live  because  of  a  few  people  like  Bill  Baker.

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FRANKLIN  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 

The  Board  and  staff  of  the  Franklin  Visiting  Nurse  Association  has  studied  the 
progress  of  this  Association  concerning  the  contractual  agreement  for  home 
health  services  for  1971.  The  demand  for  service  has  been  regular,  and  is  parallel 
to  our  anticipated  figures.  These  figures  include  direct  service  as  provided  by  the 
Salisbury  resident  nurse  plus  supportive  services  from  the  Agency. 

Mrs.  Harlean  Merkes  continued  employment  to  cover  the  needs  of  Salisbury  as 
specified  in  our  contractual  agreement.  During  the  year,  Mrs.  Merkes  traveled  a 
total  of  1 ,015  miles  to  serve  your  residents.  In  addition  to  home  visits  and  clinic 
time,  she  has  shared  the  administrative  duties  and  inservice  programs  of  the 
Agency. 

Based  on  our  1970  audited  cost  per  visit  as  determined  by  the  fiscal 
intermediary  as  $5.96,  the  value  of  your  home  visits  only  was  $923.80.  The  cost 
value  of  clinic  visits;  Well-Child  Conference  participation;  supportive  agency 
services;  and  office  services  are  additional  to  this  total  amount.  Although  the 
cost  of  the  program  of  direct  home  nursing  service  in  SaHsbury  exceeded  the 
town  grant  of  $856.82,  the  balance  of  this  cost  and  the  cost  of  other  services 
was  covered  by  patient  and  insurance  provider  receipts. 

Contract  1972 

The  contract  period  would  cover  the  year  from  April  1,  1972  to  March  31, 
1973.  The  services  covered  would  be  those  services  as  offered  by  this  Agency. 
Any  expansion  of  health  services  would  also  be  available  to  your  community. 
Likewise,  any  curtailment  or  ehmination  of  programs  would  apply  to  Salisbury. 

The  cost  to  Sahsbury  for  the  annual  contracted  service  is  based  on  a  per  capita 
amount.  The  population  of  Sahsbury  as  stated  by  the  N.  H.  Municipal 
Association  for  1971  is  588  —  a  decrease  of  11  people  from  1970.  SaHsbury 
town  grant  per  capita  cost  would  be  $670.32  plus  a  transportation  fee  of 
$150.00.  The  total  grant  requested,  then,  is  $820.32. 

In  the  event  that  Sahsbury  elects  to  renew  this  service  contract  for  the 
coming  year,  it  is  understood  that  the  third  year  of  service  to  your  town  is  a 
continuation,  and  the  final  year,  for  expanded  area  service  of  this  agency  under 
the  pilot  program.  Briefly,  this  means,  in  relation  to  the  Salisbury  segment  of 
services,  that  the  Board  agrees  to  pay  any  deficit  from  this  program  from  the 
savings  account  of  the  Agency.  After  1972,  the  program  in  SaUsbury  will  be 
incorporated  in  our  regular  program  if  continuation  is  requested. 

We  are  happy  to  serve  your  citizens.  Our  affiliation  with  SaHsbury  has  been 
meaningful  and  certainly  most  rewarding.  We  look  forward  to  continued  support 
and  greater  expansion  and  coverage  in  1972.

Department  of  the  Town  to  purchase  a  new  fire  truck,  said  truck  and  equipment 
to  meet  Fire  Underwriters'  approval  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to 
exceed  $24,000  -  $6,000.00  to  be  taken  from  the  Captial  Reserve  Fund 
estabhshed  for  this  purpose,  and  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  issue  serial 
notes  in  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  each  for  the  balance  and  one  of  said  notes  to  be 
redeemed  each  year  for  six  years.
